It would suit 
Bussia admirably~to have a grievance 
against Chino which might be made a 
‘pretest for some further annexation of 
Chinese territory when the war:crme to an 
end. - Even if things went against her, she 
might still hope to get bold of something 
to which Japan, in coming to terme, night 
not object, and which would prove some 
sort of solatium for her, losses in other 
respects. The position, however, bas been 
very well seized by the other foreign natious 


who are certain either directly or indirectly | 


to have something to say inthe final settle-. 
‘ment, It is highly significant that Germany 
aud Franco have declared themselves in 
favour of sustaining the integrity of China. 


It ia net difficult to sce how this change |. 
of view has been brought about, 80 long 
as it seemed likely that any one foreign 
nation would eatablish itself over u sub- 
stantial part of China, tho others were 
naturally disposed, if possible, to follow suit 
both’ upon strategic and commercial con- 
siderations, What seemed to bd aceepted 
among diplomatists was that in due time 


up what could be got from the rennins of 
China. This game of Snap Dragon appeared 
good enoagh for a time, but events have 
shown that it may prove one that is a little 
too hot to be agreeable. Enterprising nations 
have had an object lesson in the war which 
nay well make them pause in anything that 
may lead to accepling the responsibilities 
of territorial possessiona in China ; and at 
present there is @ concurrence of opinion 
that it ia.a wiser policy for foreign uations 
to leave China alone. Thus, in so un- 
expected manner there has been a recurrence 
in reality to what was the acceptod policy 
in theury, at all events aurong Diplomatists, 
aver since the Treaty of Tientsin. The 
weakness of China was .eo apparent thot 
any improvement from within scemed hope- 
lesa, und, it was ut one time thought that 
the best thing that, could happen would be 
that. she should come in some way under 
Exropean rule, either by being partitioned or 
by falling andor the sway: of some nation 


4 who could govern her properly. The only 


nation who might have accepted such a 
responsibility was Great Britain, but, apart 
from the opposition, which other nations 
inight be disposed to offer, Great Britain 
has never, been anxious for territorial 
dominion in China,. though such, design’ 
has been freely attributed, to her. Sir 
Fuepgatce Bruce, the first Minister at 
Peking after the Tientsin Treaty, and Sir 
Roruesrorny Axcock and Sir Tomas 
Wank who followed him, were all notori- 
ously averse to anything which might tend: 
to territorial responsibility in China, and 
tho policy thus established by them has-been 
maintined, and bas of late been adhered to 
with more renson ‘than there was for it 
originally, inasmuch as watters in the Par 
East have become far more complicated, 
‘and the responsibilities of assuming qny 
jurisdiction have become proportiouately 
greater. During all this time a factor which 
had been but little considered came into 
‘exintence in the form of Japan, and in face

“ LINCOLNSHIEE'S ” YARROW ESCAPE. 

The ws, Lincolnehire arrived from Rangoon 
‘yesterday with acargo of ricedestined for Japan. 
Toa Daily Press reporter, Captain Alfred G. 
-Olark thus related the circumstances of s very 
narrow escapo from the Baltic Fleet :—At 
four o'clock on the morning of the Sth instant, 
in Latitude 2.22 North, Longitude 104.45 Enst, 
we sighted twenty-two steamers’ most-head 
lights. That was enough for me. My cargo

The P. & O. #8. Pooxa was in Singapore 
when the forty-two ships of the Baltic Fleot 
posed through the Straits of Malacca on 
Saturday tho 8th instant.

At about two bells in the firet- watch (5°

From the vanguard’ 
to the xeatgnard cruisers of the Floot was o 
distance of about ten miles, Three cruiser 
seouta wero ahead, and three in the rear, 
Tho formationwas oxcellent. The ships wore 
drawn in long linea with two linos of colliers, 
transports, traiving ships and hospital ships in 
the centre. There ware upwords of twenty 
nonfighting yessels altogether, all heavily 
ladea. The battleships were on tho outside 
right and four torpedo boats on the inside ; five 
Volunteor Squadron boats and the cruiser Oleg 
on tlie outside left, and torpedo boats inside. The 
rearguard cruisers were ‘the Alinaz, “Dimitre 
Donskoi and Aurora, and those ahead, the 
Kaiserin Moria "Theres, [Svietlana and 
Columbia, The flagship appeared to bo the 
buttlesbip Kaniew Suovarof. Tho cruisors dur- 
ing thoir scouting manouvres showed that 
they were very fast vessels. Tho ox-Hamburg 
Atorika Livie ships aro twenty-three knot 
yeaselz, : : : 
The fleet scorned in exceptionally good trim, 

and was steaming easily ot 94 knots, and the 
soonting voerels going at least fifteon kuote an 
hour.

It would devolve 
wpon us to see that at no. atage of the context 
auy ottempt wos made to rob our allies of the 
legitimate fruits of victory which they had won 
by theic morvelloua heroism and matobless devo- 
tion. It was an honour to Englishmen.to be 
eopnected with a country in which ‘every 
gentleman was o warrior and overy warrior was 
a gentleman, Our intorests, sentiments; and 
sympathics, he said, in conclusion, apeke with 
ono voice in favour of coatinned eo.operation 
betiveon the British Empire and tho land of 
the Rising Sun. (Hear, hear.) : 

Baron Suyemateu then addrossed the eempany. 
He expressed his gratitude at the manner in 
which tho romarks of the Jost speaker hed been 
received. Tho main point of the speech, he con- 
sidered, was thet tho British people ought to be
